dlpcovered by Professor Vincent, of 
Val dq Grace. 

The'success of these experiments 
convinces Dr. Thlrololx that Vincent's 
vaccine affords Immunity against the 
fever and also puree. 

All students and nurse* under Dr. 
Thlrololx have. been ; inoculated and ' 
are Immune. When the vaccine Is In¬ 
jected Into typhoid patients they rei 
cover in 17 days in most cases. .

MILAN,'June J.—Tho Corrlere Del¬ 
la Bera’a correspondent* at the Vati¬ 
can aaaerta that there is a probability ' 
that Plus X will proclaim shortly 
the traditional assumption of the 
Virgin Mary Into heaven as a dogma 
of the church.
